DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1. This action is in response to the requested for continued examination filed on April 29 th , 
2010 . 

2. Claims 1,2, 4 - 26 are pending in current application. 

3. Claim 1,2, 4 - 26 allowable. The restriction requirement with respect to claims 4 - 6, 10 - 18, 
and 21-23, as set forth in the Office action mailed on July 30, 2007, has been reconsidered in 
view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The 
restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the 
limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 4-6, 10 - 18, and 21-23, directed to non-elected 
species I, II and III are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires all 
the limitations of an allowable claim, in this instant case, impendent claims 1,19 and 20. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant’s arguments, see Page 10 - 13, filed April 29 th , 2010, with respect to claims 1, 

2 ,4 - 26 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1, 2 and 4-26 
has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 2, 4 - 26 are allowed. 
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6. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1, 2, 4 - 26 
are allowable with respect to the vehicular travel controlling section estimates an optical axis 
deviation quantity of the detection range of the vehicular forward substance detecting section 
when the impulse detecting section detects that impulse has been applied to the forward 
substance detecting section. The prior art reference, Arita et al, JP 1 1 142520, shows a method of 
adjusting the center of detection area at predetermined time and area where the detection area are 
controlling by steering wheel angle and yaw rate angle; However, Arita et al does not show the 
detection area/range to be adjusted as optical axis quantity while detecting the impulse by using 
running control varying section and the optical axis quantity to be estimated by vehicle travel 
controlling section. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
